eth open and plaiu Laws broke, and thou canſt not ſhow one Law 
of God that is broken by the obſerving of thoſe Laws made by the 
Magiſtrate ; bur ſeveral plain Laws of God are broken by thy 
not obeying.

Anſw. 4. Weſee moſt of thoſe men live 2nd walk as other 
men; and when their practice is ſeen inthe world , |chey may be 
evenliſted among Publicansand Sinners. The Phatiſees made « 
conſcience of putting the money into the Treaſury , it being che 
price of blood , bur the guile of blood upon their hexrts, they 
could endure. Seeihg in all other points they walk as other men 
(to fay no more ) andthe ny not contrary to any Law that 
ever God made, and enjoyned by lawful Authority , and they 
not deſiring to beinformed of the lawfulneſs ofits uſe: - Tt isro be 
feared, that nottheir tender conſcieaces, bur their ſtout tomack 
are the cauſe of their diſobedience, 

Anſw. 5. Asfor thoſe whoſe conſciences are really tender, 
and are indeed afraid of fin, and nor ſatisfied as to the lawfulneſs 
of ts uſe, and really appearing to be ſach, and deſiring to be in- 
formed or taught concerning it; untill chat time it is hoped and 
deſired that the Civil Magiſtrate will take care for them , and vn- 
till cheir conſciences be better informed, will cake rhem,zs Nurfing 
Fathers their weak children, into their proteRtion. In the mean 
time let them not judge chem that uſe it .according ro the Law, 
and to their conſctences. .
